With watery eyes and lumps in my throat, | will 
try to tell you about a very young couple I know. 

They were very young, they met and fell in 
love and decided to get married and raise a family. 
When they asked their parents that they wanted to get 
married, their parents told them that they were too 
young. But since love doesn't know any ages, the 
parents gave in and the Boy and Girl were married. 

They were so happy, sure they made a lot of 
sacrifices, but they never gave up. The girl still kept» 
going to high school; sure it was hard to keep going 
to school, but they were kind of looking into the fu¬ 
ture. The girl did graduate and the boy was working, 
he had been working for about six months before they 
were married. Now he had a wife and he knew that 
he had to work harder. Just like two little birds they 
made their little nest, and set up housekeeping. They 
were so happy, they were looking forward to the day 
that their first child was to be born. 

Then tragedy struck. An accident and the boy 
landed in the hospital for four days, the girl was at 
his bedside. Then fate dealt them a bad blow, nine 
months to the day that they were married the boy died 
and he left a very young wife expecting their first 
born baby. 

We all have read the papers which tell of the 
accident, but the paper only tells one side of the 
story. It makes the boy look like a hoodlum. I will 
tell you about the boy and then you can make up your 
own mind about him: he was born in San Jose on De¬ 
cember 9, 1946 and raised here in San Jose. He was 
a very good boy, he went to Washington School, then 
to Woodrow Wilson Jr. High, then to Andrew Hill 
High and then to San Jose High. He went to the 12th 
grade, then dropped out of school to help his family. 
After awhile he met the girl and then it was when I 
got to know him. He was very polite and I didn't 
find any faults with him. After they got married, | 
got to know him better. This boy didn't lose a day's 
work since he got married, so I knew he was no Bum 
like the newspapers paint him. Sure he was young 
and he was out with the boys that night, but so do a 
lot of Old married men. To me, if a boy works, he 
has to be good. I may be biased, but this boy was no 
hoodlum. The boy and girl that I have been telling 
you about is John B. Martinez, my son-in-law, and 
the girl is Rosemarie, my daughter. 

Johnny landed in the hospital on October 30, 
1964, and died on November 3, 1964.

A new Mexican-American organization is form¬ 
ing in the Santa Clara Valley. They are a group of 
150 high school and college students who have as their 
motto, "Mexican-American Youth, Creators of a 
New Image." 

Last Saturday they met at City College of San 
Jose for their organizational meeting. 

Th eir story began last August. At that time 
the Mexican-American Project, under the direction of 
L. M. Lopez, began plans for a Youth Leadership 
Workshop. A group of 18 teenagers, representing 
high school and colleges in the area were planning 
the conference. Miss Irene Garcia, now pro-tern 
chairman of the group, tells what happened; 

"We were excited about the conference, it 
was to be the first time young Mexican-Americans 
from all over the county would meet together, to talk 
about our problems and to plan for our future. The 
members of the planning group had one question about 
the conference; would this only be a one-time meet¬ 
ing? Or would we be able to hold these meetings 
periodically? We asked all 150 present on October 
10, 1964, what they wanted to do in the future. They 
voted unanimously to form an organization. Arrange¬ 
ments were made with City College to host this first 
meeting and the planning group started long range 
plans. 11 

The result of these planning sessions was last 
Saturday's meeting, where the students mapped plans 
for the coming year. Rigo Chacon, a member of the 
planning committee has these comments about the 
meeting: 

"There are three types of activities we plan 
to participate in : 

1. Learning more about our government. We 
will attend meetings of the City Council, Board of 
Supervisors and also .service organizations. We hope 


to be able to lake a group to Sacramento to visit the 
State Legislature when it is in session. 

2. We want to learn more about education 
and job opportunities. Several industries have sched¬ 
uled tours and programs for us. Two weeks ago, 60 
of us toured the IBM plant in San Jose. We wi I la Iso 
be learning what community services are available to 
aid the Mexican-American and we hope to form youth 
panels that will present information programs to our 
group and t other groups. 

3. Ve also will host programs with and for 
our parent: and at the end of the school year we will 
hove a !.nner-dance for all graduating seniors, both 
righ scl and college.
